X«. On 1 February 193>1, two craftsmen enplyed in the Kachrichten Kaseme. 
Drosden-Uebigau (U 52/F 29), confirmed independently that the installa- 
tion quartered not more than 320 men belonging to an engineer and an 
MA unit. The AAA headquarters in the installation was headed by a 
lieutenant colonel who simultaneously was barracks commandant. The 
AAA unit detached personnel to occupy the AA gun emplacements at the 
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2* Four AA guns of 7$ to 80 rim with outrigger-typo mounts were emplaced in 
the area west of ..ashingtonstrasse.

3, Four AA guns were emplaced in positions constructed of concrete and 

lumber in the area of the Elbe River bend between Scharfenberger Strasse 
and ..ashingtonstrasse, Tne positions were camouflaged and included one 
crew bunker each. Upon the arrival of three officers, 6 to 8 soldiers 
fell in at each bunker.
